Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed the ambiguous terms "an account associated with the 
postal resources" and "a franking system". It is not clear how these features are related to the memory, the data center 
and the settlement center. The applicant agreed to amend the claim to clarify these terms. Further discussed the 1 12 
2nd paragraph rejection regarding the phrase "no credited funds". Applicant explained that the phrase refers to the 
concept that the user does not prepay for any postage and only to be billed according to the ascending register after 
the usage of postages. The applicant agreed to implement this concept into the claim. The applicant further discussed 
the phrase "said memory only includes an ascending register and no descending register". The applicant agreed to 
amend the claim that including the concept of the ascending register is non-resettable. Examiner agreed that if the 
applicant implement all the limitations into claim 1 as discussed herein, it would overcome Liechti and Herring's 
teachings; however, further searches and considerations are needed for determination of allowability of the claim. 
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
